Resolution  urging  tiie  Board  of  Supervisors  to  adopt  the  United  Nations  Convention  on 
tlie  Rights  of  the  Child  and  supporting  its  inalienable  freedoms  for  children  and  youth 
in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Youth  Commission  recognizes  that  children  and  youth 
are  unique  and  invaluable  to  the  human  race  as  the  continuum  of  our  existence  and 
livelihood, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Youth  Commission  recognizes  that  youth  and  children 
under  18  comprise  nearly  15  percent  of  the  population  of  San  Francisco,  and  nearly  40 
percent  of  households  in  San  Francisco  have  children  and  youth  under  18,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SF  Youth  Commission  recognizes  that  between  the  years  of  2000  to 
2006  the  population  of  youth  in  SF  between  the  ages  of  15  through  19  declined  by  nearly  15 
percent,  and 

WHEREAS,  Youth  in  San  Francisco  face  numerous  risl^  factors  to  their  health  growth 
and  development,  including  harmful  outside  influences,  such  as  abuse,  exploitation,  drugs, 
and  gangs,  so  that  in  2006  45%  of  youth  in  San  Francisco  felt  at  risk  due  to  gang  involvement 
and  violence  in  their  communities,  and  - 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  youth  have  identified  a  problem  with  the  family  core  such 
that  45%  of  youth  feel  at  risk  due  to  poor  family  supervision;  and  the  Foster  care  System  is 
overburdened  with  over  1,700  youth  in  San  Francisco's  Foster  Care  system  in  fall  2007,  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2007,  almost  13,000  families  in  San  Francisco  made  choices  between 
basic  needs  such  as  rent,  utilities,  and  food  as  a  result  of  limited  income,  and  San  Francisco 
public  schools  are  floundering  at  only  61%  capacity,  and 
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WHEREAS,  Undocumented  youth  in  San  Francisco  are  denied  the  right  to  be  returned 
to  parents  if  forcefully  removed  due  to  deportation;  and  there  are  18,000  youth  between  the 
ages  of  12  and  16  with  at  least  one  immigrant  parent,  and 

WHEREAS,  Iri2008  k^st  yeaf ,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  initiated  a  new 
policy  to  automatically  refer  undocumented  youth  booked  charged  with  felonies  to 
Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  officials  before  their  adjudication;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  light  of  these  risks,  San  Francisco  is  in  need  of  a  policy  that  aims  to 
transform  and  improve  the  plight  of  youth  in  San  Francisco,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Convention  on  the  Rights  of  the  Child  sets  standards  of  basic  human 
rights  for  children,  and  seeks  to  help  the  States  and  Governments  fulfill  their  basic  needs,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  UN  Convention  of  the  Rights  of  the  Child  articles  19,  33.  34,  and  36 
indicate  that  children  have  a  right  to  be  protected  from  violence,  abuse  and  economic 
exploitation,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  UN  Convention  of  the  Rights  of  the  Child  articles  3,  39,  and  40 
pertain  to  the  right  that  children  have  to  basic  needs  such  as  education,  housing,  healthcare 
etc.,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  UN  Convention  of  the  Rights  of  the  Child  articles  9,  11  indicates  that 
children  who  are  removed  from  their  parents  due  to  deportation  have  a  right  to  be  returned  to 
their  families  where  it  is  feasible  and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  youth,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Convention  states  in  article  40  that  each  child  is  an  individual,  neither 
a  possession  nor  harlequin  object,  whose  freedoms,  as  protected  by  the  Constitution  of  our 
Founding  Fathers  and  the  Bill  of  Rights,  cannot  be  stripped  away;  and 

WHEREAS.  Article  40  further  states  that  "Every  child  alleged  or  accused  of  having 
infringed  penal  law"  is  presumed  has  the-figM  to  bo  oonsidorGd-innocent  before  their  petition 
is  sustained  ^foven  guilty  and  has  the  right  to  due  process  under  the  law;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  UN  Convention  of  the  Rights  of  the  child  articles  12,  13  and  14 
pertain  to  the  right  that  children  and  youth  have  to  the  unabridged  freedom  of  expression,  anc 

WHEREAS,  Support  of  the  convention  will  bring  forth  the  Youth  Commission  message- 
that  the  unheard  voices  of  youth  be  free  to  permeate  our  government's  walls  to  influence  and 
inform  the  legislation  affecting  us;  therefore,  be  it 

WHEREAS,  That  the  San  Francisco  Youth  Commission  adopts  the  UN  Convention  on

WHEREAS,  The  Pacific  Bay  Inn  located  at  520  Jones  Street,  owned  by  Pacific  Bay 
Inn,  Inc.  ("Landlord")  presents  an  opportunity  to  provide  clean  and  stable  housing  for 
approximately  75  individuals  who  have  a  history  of  homeiessness  and  may  have  a  disability 
related  to  mental  health,  HIV/AIDS,  and/or  substance  abuse;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Health 
and  the  Director  of  Property,  that  the  Director  of  Property  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  as  Tenant,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a  Master  Lease  with 
Landlord  for  the  entire  premises,  excepting  the  commercial  space,  located  at  520  Jones 
Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  consisting  of  75  residential  units,  office  space,  storage 
space  and  basement  comprising  an  area  of  approximately  36,264  square  feet;  and,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  (SFFD)  uniformed  employees 
respond  to  approximately  100,000  incidents  per  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Responding  in  a  timely  and  safe  manner  is  critical  to  saving  lives  and 
minimizing  property  loss;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFFD  uniformed  employees  provide  service  for  approximately 
798,680  San  Francisco  residents  within  a  response  area  of  47.5  miles,  where  the  registered 
vehicle  density  was  9,914  vehicles  per  square  mile  in  2006.  The  population  grows  to  roughly 
1 .2  million  people  on  weekdays,  bringing  approximately  35,400  additional  vehicles  onto  City 
streets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  any  given  day  SFFD  apparatus,  consisting  of  42  engine  companies, 
19  truck  companies,  26  ambulances,  two  rescue  squads  and  specialized  units  for  Hazmat, 
Special  Operations  and  Cliff/Surf  Rescue,  can  travel  along  1,088  miles  of  roadway  including 
one-way  streets,  dead  ends,  narrow  alleyways  and  streets  with  an  incline  as  great  as  31.5%. 
There  are  approximately  7,200  intersections  within  the  SFFD's  response  area,  with  only  1,148 
of  those  intersections  having  signals;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  the  City's  challenging  topography,  dense  population,  and 
automobile,  bicycle  and  pedestrian  traffic,  the  SFFD  has  experienced  financial  losses  due  to 
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accidents  involving  responding  emergency  vehicles,  as  well  as  employee  lost  time  and  direct 
medical  costs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFFD  offers  a  40-hour  Emergency  Vehicle  Operator  Course  (EVOC) 
for  its  nevj\y  hired  uniformed  personnel  during  the  recruit-training  program,  but  has  not  been 
able  to  provide  any  routine,  on-going  driver  training,  competency  testing  or  defensive  driver 
training  for  employees  who  have  passed  probation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFFD  applied  for  and  was  awarded  a  FEMA  grant  in  the  amount  of 
$297,030  to  develop  and  implement  an  Advanced  Driver  Training  Program  using  a  driving 
simulator.  The  SFFD  believes  such  a  Training  Program  will  complement  and  enhance  hands- 
on  vehicle  operation  by  providing  simulated  but  realistic  fire  and  EMS  driving  experiences  and 
training  for  appropriate  driver  reactions  to  potentially  dangerous  traffic  situations  and  roadway 
conditions,  and  that  the  training  will  increase  the  interoperability  of  all  responding  units  and 
provide  for  better  control  of  intersections  during  Code  3  calls;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  requires  the  City  to  provide  matching  funds  of  20  percent,  or 
$74,257,  and  the  SFFD  has  identified  those  funds  in  its  current  budget;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  requires  to  the  City  to  expend  the  grant  funds  by  no  later  than 
November  25,  2009,  unless  the  SFFD  applies  for  and  FEMA  approves  an  extension  of  the 
grant  period;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFFD  proposes  to  maximize  the  use  of  the  grant  funds  on  program 
expenditures  by  not  including  indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  Fire  Commission  recommended  approval  of  this  grant  at  its  meeting

WHEREAS,  California,  the  world's  eighth  largest  economy,  has  been  last  among  the

WHEREAS,  Recommendation  No.  10  states:  "Practice  better  resource  management  as 
an  example  of  prudent  stewardship,  particularly  now  in  the  facing  of  funding  cuts.  By  year- 
end  2008  the  City  should  devise  a  plan  for  reducing  the  number  of  under  utilized  properties 
and  failing  schools;"  and 

WHEREAS,  in  accordance  with  Penal  Code  Section  933.05(c),  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  must  respond,  within  90  days  of  receipt,  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior 
Court  on  both  Findings  and  Recommendations  Nos.  9  and  10  contained  in  the  subject  Civil 
Grand  Jury  report;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  that  it  disagrees  wholly  or  partially  with  both  Finding  and  Recommendation  No. 
9.  That  is,  except  for  the  assertion  of  one  elementary  school  principal,  the  subject  Civil  Grand 
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Jury  report  provides  no  factual  support  for  Finding  and  Recommendation  No.  9.  Indeed,  on 
May  27,  2008,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  adopted  a  new  Strategic  Plan  entitled

communities);  and  (3)  21^*  Century  Curriculum  Initiative  (to  provide  classroom  instruction  that 
is  personalized,  relevant,  meaningful  and  engaging  for  each  student).  The  Strategic  Plan 
does  not  identify  diversity  as  the  first  priority  of  the  District;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  reports  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the 
Superior  Court  that  regarding  both  Finding  and  Recommendation  No.  10,  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  ("SFUSD")  is  a  state  agency  that  is  governed  by  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  does  not  have  jurisdiction  over 
SFUSD  facilities  or  programs.  In  addition,  it  is  important  to  note  that  the  Board  of  Education 
has  already  taken  steps  to  determine  the  best  uses  of  surplus  property  and  to  guide  school 
closures.  On  May  22,  2005,  the  Board  adopted  Resolution  53-22SM1  "School  Consolidation

WHEREAS,  Union  Workers  are  52  percent  more  likely  to  have  job-provided  health 
coverage  and  nearly  three  times  more  likely  to  have  guaranteed  defined-benefit  pensions 
than  nonunion  workers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Unions  help  raise  workers'  pay  and  narrow  the  income  gap  for  minorities 
and  women,  by  increasing  median  weekly  earnings  by  32  percent  for  union  women  workers, 
28  percent  for  African  American  workers,  43  percent  for  Latino  workers  and  six  percent  for 
Asian  American  workers;  and 

WHEREAS,  Companies  often  refuse  to  bargain  fairly  after  workers  form  a  union  by 
dragging  out  first-contract  bargaining  for  up  to  two  years  in  44  percent  of  successful 
campaigns;  and  GOVERNMENT 
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WHEREAS,  When  the  right  of  workers  to  form  a  union  is  violated,  wages  fall,  race  and 
gender  pay  gaps  widen,  workplace  discrimination  increases,  and  job  safety  standards 
disappear;  and 

WHEREAS,  78  percent  of  the  public  believes  it  is  important  to  have  strong  laws 
protecting  the  freedom  of  workers  to  make  their  own  decision  about  having  a  union,  and  53 
percent  of  workers  would  join  a  union  if  they  had  the  chance;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  worker's  fundamental  right  to  choose  a  union  free  from  coercion  and 
intimidation  is  a  public  issue  that  requires  public  policy  solutions,  including  legislative 
remedies;  and 

WHEREAS,  Unions  benefit  communities  by  strengthening  living  standards,  stabilizing 
tax  bases,  promoting  equal  treatment,  and  enhancing  civic  participation;  and 

WHEREAS,  States  in  which  more  people  are  union  members  are  states  with  higher 
wages,  better  benefits,  and  better  schools;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  1 935,  the  United  States  established,  by  law,  that  workers  must  be  free 
to  form  unions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  freedom  to  form  or  join  a  union  is  internationally  recognized  by  the 
1948  Universal  Declaration  of  Human  Rights  as  a  fundamental  human  right;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Employee  Free  Choice  Act  received  majority  support  in  both  house  of 
Congress  in  2007,  but  was  blocked  by  a  minority  of  Senators;  and 

WHEREAS,  Congressman  George  Miller  reintroduced  the  Employee  Free  Choice  Act 
in  March  of  2009  as  House  Resolution  1409;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Employee  Free  Choice  Act  will  safeguard  workers'  ability  to  make 
their  own  decisions  about  forming  a  union,  provide  for  first  contract  mediation  and  arbitration, 
and  establish  meaningful  penalties  when  employers  violate  workers'  rights;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Employee  Free  Choice  Act  would  authorize  the  National  Labor 
Relations  Board  to  certify  a  union  as  the  bargaining  representative  when  a  majority  of 
employees  voluntarily  signs  authorizations  designating  that  union  to  represent  them;  provide 
for  first  contract  mediation  and  arbitration;  and  establish  meaningful  penalties  for  violations  of 
a  worker's  freedom  to  choose  a  union;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  Airborne  pesticide  exposure  is  responsible  for  acute  poisonings  and  for 
chronic  illnesses  including  asthma,  cancer,  neurological  disorders,  birth  defects,  miscarriages, 
and  other  reproductive  effects;  and 

WHEREAS,  Children,  the  elderly,  pregnant  women  and  those  with  compromised 
immune  systems  and  chronic  illness,  are  more  vulnerable  to  the  adverse  health  effects  of 
pesticide  exposure;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  emphasizes  that  children  are 
at  a  greater  risk  for  some  pesticides,  as  their  internal  organs  are  still  developing  and 
maturing,  and  their  immune  systems  may  provide  less  natural  protection  than  those  of  adults; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  elderly  and  those  already  ill  are  especially  susceptible  to  adverse 
effects  from  pesticide  exposure  because  of  the  extra  vulnerability  of  their  respiratory  systems 
and  lower  immune  function;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  California  Department  of  Pesticide  Regulation  annual  reports  of  the 
numbers  of  people  poisoned  by  aerial  pesticide  spray  exposure  does  not  account  for  the 
long-term  effects  of  pesticide  exposure,  such  as  cancer  and  birth  defects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  San  Francisco  and  the  greater  Bay  Area  were  among  those 
targeted  for  blanket  aerial  pesticide  spray  for  the  Light  Brown  Apple  Moth  in  2008;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  of  San  Francisco  and  the  greater  Bay  Area  contain  numerous 
sites  where  sensitive  populations  congregate,  including  schools,  hospitals,  day  care  centers, 
senior  citizen  centers  and  residential  care  homes;  and

production  practices  that  put  the  residents  of  any  area  at  risk  of  aerial  pesticide  exposure;

Families  Act,  would  establish  a  safety  zone  of  no  less  than  three  and  three  tenths  miles  from 
the  aerial  application  of  pesticides  around  school,  hospitals,  day  care  centers,  senior  citizen 
centers,  residential  care  homes  and  farm  labor  camps  so  that  people  in  those  areas  can  live, 
work,  go  to  school  without  fear  of  pesticide  exposure;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  urging  our  California  Congressional  Delegation  To  Lead  The  Fight  To 
Repeal  The  Federal  "Defense  of  Marriage  Act". 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  respects  and  values  its  lesbian, 
gay,  bisexual,  transgender,  and  queer  (LGBTQ)  communities  and  has  demonstrated  its  strong 
support  for  loving  relationships  of  same  sex  couples  by  leading  the  way  on  the  campaign  for 
marriage  equality;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  law  referred  to  as  the  Defense  of  Marriage  Act  of  1996 
(DOMA)  is  hostile  to  the  beliefs  and  interests  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in 
regards  to  full  state-to-state  as  well  as  federal  recognition  of  same  sex  marriage;  and,

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  not  obligate  (i)  the  City  to 
provide  financing  to  the  Borrower  for  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation  and  development  of  the 
Project  or  to  issue  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  such  financing;  (ii)  make  any  contribution  or 
advance  any  funds  to  the  Authority;  (iii)  the  City,  or  any  department  of  the  City,  to  approve  any 
application  or  request  for,  or  take  any  other  action  in  connection  with,  any  environmental. 
General  Plan,  zoning  or  any  other  permit  or  other  regulatory  action  sought  in  connection  with 
the  Project; 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Controller  and  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Public 
Finance  and  any  other  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
execute  such  other  agreements,  documents  and  certificates,  and  to  perform  such  other  acts 
as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution  and  the

WHEREAS,  Redmond's  work  on  behalf  of  preserving  the  Presidio  began  in  the  mid-

WHEREAS,  The  Bay  to  Breakers  footrace  was  started  in  1912  to  rally  San 
Franciscans  together  and  raise  their  spirits  as  they  struggled  to  recover  from  the  1906 
earthquake;  and 

WHEREAS,  Bay  to  Breakers  has  grown  to  become  an  iconic  San  Francisco  event  that 
exemplifies  the  City's  joie  de  vivre  through  traditions  such  as  creative  costumes,  local  bands 
playing  for  the  participants,  and  house  parties  along  the  route;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Small  businesses  and  hotels  across  the  City  report  a  measurable  increase 
in  business  throughout  the  Bay  to  Breakers  weekend;  and,

WHEREAS,  In  these  troubled  times,  the  Bay  to  Breakers  is  too  important  to  both  San

Resolution  supporting  Assembly  Bill  560  that  would  raise  the  cap  on  net  metering,  and 
possibly  eliminate  the  cap  entirely. 

WHEREAS,  Net  metering  is  the  billing  arrangement  by  which  electricity  customers  are 
able  to  install  renewable  generation,  such  as  solar  power,  and  offset  retail  electricity 
purchases  with  the  renewable  electricity  they  generate;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  has  experienced  consistent  growth  in  the  amount 
of  solar  installed  since  enacting  "net  metering"  legislation  in  1995;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  nation  turns  to  California  and  San  Francisco  for  leadership  in  the 
deployment  of  solar,  and  the  building  of  a  sustainable,  long-term  renewable  energy  economy; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  its  efforts  to  become  a  national 
leader  in  in-city  solar  generation,  offers  considerable  monetary  incentives  totaling  thousands 
of  dollars  for  solar  power  installations,  as  well  as  free  solar  power  assessments  for 
commercial  properties;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  total  amount  of  solar  capacity  eligible  for  net  metering  within  the  state 
is  capped  when  the  total  rated  generating  capacity  of  net  metered  systems  exceeds  2.5%  of  a 
retail  electric  service  provider's  "aggregate  customer  peak  demand"  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  2006  California  Solar  Initiative  (CSI);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  currently  has  1 ,070  photovoltaic 
installations  producing  7.25  Megawatts  of  solar  power  generating  less  than  1%  of  aggregate 
customer  peak  demand  with  the    goal  of  reaching  10,000  solar  roofs  by  2010,  which,  if 
achieved,  would  far  exceed  the  2.5%  cap  locally;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  installation  of  photovoltaic  systems  expanded  to  a  74%  annual  growth 
rate  through  March  2008  when  the  size  limit  on  systems  eligible  for  net  metering  was 
extended  to  1  megawatt;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  this  limitation  in  place  and  at  current  growth  rates,  the  2.5%  cap  will 
be  reached  in  PG&E's  territory  within  the  next  18  months  which  will  require  action  in  the 
current  legislative  cycle  to  avoid  subjecting  the  solar  market  to  major  disruption;  and 

WHEREAS,  If  the  existing  2.5%  cap  is  not  raised,  California's  ability  to  achieve  its  goal 
under  the  California  Solar  Initiative  of  3,000  megawatts  of  solar  power  would  be  jeopardized, 
and  hundreds  of  small  businesses  that  install  solar  systems  will  be  at  risk  financially;  and 

WHEREAS,  Net  metering  is  not  only  crucial  to  a  solar  project's  economics,  but  it  also 
benefits  all  ratepayers  by  decreasing  peak  demand  when  electricity  is  most  needed  and  most 
expensive;  and 

WHEREAS,  Forty-four  states  and  Washington,  D.C.  offer  net  metering,  and  eighteen  of 
the  net-metering  states  have  eliminated  the  cap  on  total  net  energy  metered  capacity;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  State  Assembly  is  currently  considering  Assembly  Bill  560, 
legislation  introduced  by  Assemblymember  Nancy  Skinner  that  would  raise  the  cap  on  net 
metering,  and  possibly  eliminate  the  cap  entirely;  now,  therefore,  be  it:

WHEREAS,  California  State  Assembly  Bill  324  (AB  324),  the  Elder  Economic  Dignity 
Act  of  2009  would  institute  the  Elder  Economic  Security  Standard  Index  (Elder  Index)  to 
assess  and  plan  for  the  economic  needs  of  California's  burgeoning  aging  population;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Using  publicly  available  state  and  federal  data  sources,  the  Elder  Index  is 
a  new  tool  that  accurately  quantifies  the  cost  of  meeting  basic  needs  for  retired,  older  adults 
in  each  county  of  California;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  324  would  require  the  Elder  Index  to  be  used  in  1)  planning 
documents  by  Area  Agency  on  Aging  and  the  California  Department  of  Aging;  2)  determining 
eligibility  for  new  California  State  needs-based  program;  3)  identifying  seniors  in  economic 
need  (i.e.  as  a  case  management  tool  in  the  Linkages  program);  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  324  would  further  require  the  State  to  annually  update  the  Elder  Index 
and  calculate  number  of  seniors  living  below  the  Elder  Index,  using  the  existing  formulas; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Legislators  at  both  the  local  and  state  level  struggle  to  create  effective 
policies  to  promote  economic  security  and  eradicate  poverty  because  they  do  not  have  an 
accurate  picture  of  what  it  really  takes  to  make  ends  meet  in  today's  economy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Policymakers  typically  measure  poverty,  allocate  limited  resources  and 
determine  benefits'  eligibility  using  the  Federal  Poverty  Line  (FPL)  and  the  FPL  is  a  1963 
measure  based  solely  on  the  cost  of  a  bare-bones  food  diet  and  the  FPL  is  a  flat  dollar 
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amount — $10,830  for  an  individual  living  alone  in  2009 — whether  one  lives  in  a  high  cost 
market  like  urban  San  Francisco,  or  a  low  cost  one  like  rural  Arkansas;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Elder  Index  sets  a  new  benchmark  of  income  adequacy  for  older 
adults  and  provides  the  true  cost  of  meeting  basic  needs  and  maintaining  independence  in 
the  community;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  institutionalizing  this  tool,  AB  324  will  empower  policymakers  to 
allocate  limited  resources  more  effectively,  prepare  for  the  needs  of  seniors  and  aging  baby 
boomers,  enable  direct  service  providers  to  identify  seniors  struggling  to  cover  their  costs, 
and  refer  them  to  appropriate  resources;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  updating  the  Elder  Index  annually,  AB  324  will  help  adults  of  any  age 
make  informed  decisions  about  when  and  where  to  retire,  how  much  to  save  now,  and 
whether  to  continue  working  even  after  formally  "retiring,''  and; 

WHEREAS,  While  having  no  impact  on  eligibility  for  current  programs,  AB  324  would 
allow  policymakers  to  use  an  updated,  more  accurate,  and  localized  measurement  to  set 
income  standards  for  future  programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  324  is  a  vital  step  to  enable  older  Californians  to  age  with  dignity  and 
economic  well-being  and  by  enacting  AB  324,  California  would  once  again  demonstrate  its 
leadership  in  setting  visionary  policies  for  the  21st  Century;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  currently  considering  legislation 
instituting  a  pilot  program  for  the  Community  Living  Fund  to  use  the  Elder  Index  to  collect

WHEREAS,  The  home  of  Shiriey  Tan  and  Jay  Mercado  was  entered  and  searched  by 
authorities  of  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  v/ho  then  arrested  Shiriey  Tan  for 
alleged  violations  of  immigration  law,  and 

WHEREAS,  Shiriey  Tan  has  been  in  a  committed  relationship  with  Jay  Mercado,  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America,  for  over  23  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  Shirley  Tan  and  Jay  Mercado  were  legally  married  in  2004  and,  further, 
registered  as  domestic  partners;  and  ^ 

WHEREAS,  Shiriey  Tan  and  Jay  Mercado  are  the  parents  of  twelve-year  old  sons 
Joriene  and  Jashley,  and  are  American  family  in  every  respect,  except  as  recognized  by 
United  States  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  United  States  law  has  long  provided  a  clear  path  to  citizenship  for 
individuals  who  risk  persecution  in  their  home  countries,  and  for  individuals  in  loving,

Resolution  declaring  April  24,  2009,  as  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  San 
Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  their  3,000  year  historic  homeland  in 
eastern  Asia  Minor  and  throughout  the  Ottoman  Empire,  were  subjected  to  severe 
persecution  and  brutal  injustice  by  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  before  and  after 
the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation  of  land  and 
property,  and  acts  of  wanton  destruction  during  the  period  from  1894  to  1896,  and  again  in 
1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  horrible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  the  Ottoman 
Turkish  government  culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  first  genocide  of 
the  twentieth  century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  Genocide  began  with  the  arrest,  exile,  and  murder  of 
hundreds  of  Armenian  intellectuals,  and  political,  religious,  and  business  leaders,  starting  on 
April  24,  1915;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ottoman  authorities  planned  and  executed  the  unspeakable  atrocities 
committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923,  which  included  the  torture, 
starvation,  and  murder  of  1,500,000  Armenians,  death  marches  into  the  Syrian  desert,  the 
forced  exile  of  more  than  500,000  innocent  people,  and  the  loss  of  the  traditional  Armenian 
homelands;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  National  Archives  and  Record  Administration  and  the 
official  archives  of  other  countries  hold  extensive  and  thorough  documentation  on  the 
Armenian  Genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Honorable  Henry  Morgenthau,  United  States  Ambassador  to  the 
Ottoman  Empire  from  1913  to  1916,  organized  and  led  protests  by  officials  of  many  countries,

WHEREAS,  Ambassador  Morgenthau  explicitly  described  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  State  the  policy  of  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  as  "a  campaign  of

WHEREAS,  Raphael  Lemkin,  vyho  coined  the  term  "genocide"  in  1944,  and  who  was 
the  earliest  proponent  of  the  United  Nations  Convention  on  the  Prevention  and  Punishment  of 
Genocide,  invoked  the  Armenian  case  as  a  definitive  example  of  genocide  in  the  20"^  century; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  International  Association  of  Genocide  Scholars  has  repeatedly 
affirmed  that  the  massacres  of  Armenians  ordered  by  the  Young  Turk  government  constitute 
genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  unjustifiably  and  adamantly  denies  the  occurrence 
of  this  crime  against  humanity  while  actively  continuing  to  remove  traces  of  Armenian 
existence,  including  the  destruction  of  cultural  heritage,  to  this  day;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  suppresses  freedom  of  speech  on  the  matter  of 
the  Armenian  Genocide  and  prosecutes  its  citizens  under  Article  301  of  the  Turkish  Penal 
Code  for  statements  related  to  the  Armenian  Genocide,  including  Nobel  Laureate  Orhan 
Pamuk  and  Hrant  Dink,  an  Armenian  newspaper  editor,  v^/ho  was  assassinated  as  a  result  of 
these  prosecutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  passage  of  nine  decades  and  the  fact  that  few  survivors  remain  who 
serve  as  reminders  of  indescribable  brutality  and  torment,  compel  a  sense  of  urgency  in 
efforts  to  solidify  recognition,  reaffirmation  and  justice  of  historical  truth;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  honoring  the  survivors  and  consistently  remembering  and  condemning 
the  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people,  as  well  as  the  persecution  of  the 
Assyrian  and  Greek  populations  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  we  guard  against  repetition  of  the 
crime  of  genocide;  and 
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WHEREAS,  California  has  become  home  to  the  largest  and  most  active  population  of 
Armenians  in  the  United  States,  and  those  citizens  have  enriched  our  state  through  leadership 
in  the  fields  of  academia,  medicine,  business,  agriculture,  government,  and  the  arts  and  are 
proud  and  patriotic  practitioners  of  American  citizenship;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Armenian-Americans  are  predominantly  descendants  of  the 
few  remaining  refugees  who  witnessed  and  survived  the  brutal  murder  of  their  families,  the 
destruction  of  their  homes  and  institutions,  and  confiscation  of  all  their  properties,  and 

WHEREAS,  Those  Armenian  Genocide  survivors,  who  arrived  in  San  Francisco  and 
reestablished  themselves,  built  a  thriving  community  that  has  created  churches,  civic  and 
charitable  organizations  and  a  school,  and  have  become  an  integral  part  of  the  dynamic 
culture  of  San  Francisco,  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  proud  to  join  the  Armenian-American  community  in  its 
commemoration  of  the  94^*^  anniversary  of  the  Armenian  Genocide  in  an  effort  to  educate 
others  about  the  tragic  loss  of  life,  land,  and  human  rights  of  the  Armenian  people  and  the 
crime  of  genocide  committed  against  them;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  is  facing  a 
$129  million  deficit,  in  the  context  of  an  unprecedented  budget  shortfall  confronting  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  2009-2010  fiscal  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  assuming  jurisdiction  over  the  taxi  industry  in  March  2009,  SFMTA 
has  asked  the  taxi  industry  to  contribute  between  $5  and  $20  million  to  close  the  budget  gap; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  primary  policy  option  under  consideration  for  this  industry 
contribution  is  to  make  taxi  medallions  transferable  in  the  private  sector  through  the  auctioning 
of  taxi  medallions,  which  would  raise  one-time  revenues  for  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  SFMTA  has  not  adequately  explored  an  alternative  to  generate  significant 
revenues  from  the  taxi  industry  ~  a  "rental  fee"  on  City-owned  medallions,  which  would  create 
a  continuous,  long-term  revenue  stream  for  the  SFMTA,  the  City  and  the  taxi  industry;  and, 

WHEREAS,  New  York  City's  experience  auctioning  medallions  has  raised  concerns 
that  medallion  ownership  would  consolidate  among  large  companies  and  discourage 
competition,  rather  than  distribute  medallion  ownership  among  drivers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  its  "Making  Taxi  Service  Work  in  San  Francisco"  report  on  potential 
reforms  to  the  taxi  system,  the  San  Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Research  Association

quality  of  taxi  service;  and

Resolution  acknowledging  immigrant  contributions,  denouncing  Immigration  and 
Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  raids,  and  supporting  comprehensive  immigration  reform 
focused  on  family  unity,  worker  justice,  civil  rights  and  a  path  to  legalization. 


WHEREAS,  Today,  more  than  a  third  of  San  Francisco  residents  are  foreign  born, 
coming  from  countries  such  as  China,  the  Philippines,  Russia,  Ireland,  Mexico,  El  Salvador, 
Vietnam,  Ethiopia,  Iran  and  India;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  acknowledges  the  vast 
contributions  of  immigrants  to  our  state  and  to  our  city;  and 

WHEREAS,  Immigrants  comprise  more  than  one-third  of  the  California  labor  force. 
They  figure  prominently  in  key  economic  sectors  such  as  agriculture,  manufacturing  and 
services;  and 

WHEREAS,  Immigrants  are  among  California's  most  productive  entrepreneurs,  and 
have  created  jobs  for  tens  of  thousands  of  Caiifornians.  By  2000,  immigrant  owners  of  Silicon 
Valley  companies  had  created  72,839  jobs  and  generated  more  than  $19.5  billion  in  sales, 
according  to  the  California  Immigrant  Policy  Center.  Google,  Sun  Microsystems,  eBay,  and 
Yahoo!  are  all  companies  that  were  founded  or  co-founded  by  immigrants;  and 

WHEREAS,  Immigrants  bring  a  wealth  of  language  diversity  to  California's  global 
affairs  and  economy.  43%  of  Caiifornians  speak  a  language  other  than  English  at  home. 
Throughout  California,  immigrants  speak  more  than  250  languages;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  many  contributions  made  by  immigrants,  the  U.S.  continues 
to  operate  with  a  broken  immigration  system  that  prioritizes  punitive  enforcement  measures 
over  family  reunification,  worker  justice,  civil  rights  and  legalization,  and 
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WHEREAS,  in  2003,  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  launched  Operation 
Endgame,  an  enforcement  measure  to  deport  the  estimated  12  million  undocumented 
immigrants  in  the  U.S.;  and 

WHEREAS,  Workplace  raids,  in  particular,  have  surged  in  the  last  few  years.  In  Fiscal 
Year  2006-2007,  the  Bureau  of  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  arrested  4,000 
people  in  workplace  raids.  This  figure  represents  an  astounding  800  percent  increase  from 
2003,  when  agents  arrested  fewer  than  500  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  ICE  agents  increasingly  have  gone  door-to-door  looking  for  immigrants 
with  deportation  orders,  using  the  pretext  of  a  warrant  for  one  undocumented  immigrant  to 
arrest  many  others;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2008,  San  Francisco  experienced  the  greatest  surge  in  immigration 
raids,  impacting  local  businesses  like  Taqueria  El  Balazo  and  households  in  San  Francisco's 
Visitation  Valley,  Mission,  Bayview,  Nob  Hill,  and  Tenderloin  neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  ICE  raids  tear  families  apart,  spread  fear,  hurt  local  businesses,  and 
break  down  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Immigrant  families  typically  live  in  mixed-immigration  status  households. 
Studies  estimate  that  between  3.1  million  and  5  million  children  -  who  are  U.S.  citizens  -  are 
living  with  at  least  one  undocumented  immigrant  parent;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  children  cannot  be  deported,  but  having  their  parents  rounded  up 
by  immigration  authorities  leaves  them  vulnerable  to  family  separation,  economic  hardship, 
and  psychological  trauma;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supen/isors  has  a  long  history  of  denouncing 
immigration  raids.  On  May  24,  1999,  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  passed 
Resolution  0515-99  declaring  San  Francisco  an  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Services

WHEREAS,  Aerial  pesticide  spraying  is  an  outdated,  inefficient  practice  that  poses

WHEREAS,  Californians  who  live  and  work  in  communities  that  are  exposed  to 
pesticides — especially  aerial  pesticides  sprayed  from  a  helicopter  or  plane — ^face  a  well-

Department  and  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth  and  their  Families  have  aligned  their 
juvenile  justice  and  violence  prevention  and  intervention  priorities  and  pooled  resources  to 
fund  approved  strategies;  and,

WHEREAS,  Many  U.S.  companies  have  phased  out  BPA  from  their  products  and 
major  retailers  have  removed  BPA-containing  products  from  their  store  shelves;  and 

WHEREAS,  BPA-free  alternatives  are  affordable  and  widely  available  to  parents;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  California  to  significantly  reduce  infants'  and

WHEREAS,  In  1998,  the  voters  of  California  passed  Proposition  10,  the  California 
Children  and  Families  Act,  approving  a  tobacco  tax  to  fund  Services  for  young  children  in 
California  and  to  provide  for  the  formation  of  the  First  5  California  Commission  to  oversee  and 
support  the  funding  of  education,  health  and  child  care  program  for  children  ages  0  to  5;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  commission,  also  known  as  First  5  California,  also  works  with  58  First 
5  County  Commissions  statewide  to  develop  and  fund  programs  for  young  children  that  are

WHEREAS,  In  10  short  years,  First  5  California  has  dramatically  increased  public 
awareness,  improved  systems,  and  built  an  effective  array  of  direct  services  for  prevention

Resolution  adopting  a  finding  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  required  by  State  law,  that 
the  City's  Green  Building  Ordinance  (Chapter  13C  of  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code) 
is  cost  effective  and  will  save  more  energy  than  the  2008  California  Building  Efficiency 
Standards  that  will  go  into  effect  throughout  the  State  of  California  on  August  1,  2009, 
and  directing  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  or  other  appropriate  City  staff  to 
cause  the  Green  Building  Ordinance,  this  resolution,  and  the  supporting  study  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  California  Energy  Commission  for  its  review  and  re-approval. 

WHEREAS,  Section  25402. 1(h){2)  of  the  California  Public  Resources  Code  authorizes 
a  local  jurisdiction  to  adopt  and  enforce  more  stringent  local  energy  standards,  provided  that 
the  local  jurisdiction  makes  a  determination  that  the  local  standards  are  cost  effective  and  will 
save  more  energy  than  the  current  Statewide  standards  and  files  an  application  for  approval 
with  the  California  Energy  Commission  together  with  documentation  supporting  the  cost- 
effectiveness  determination;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  local  ordinance  may  take  effect  only  after  the  California  Energy 
Commission  has  reviewed  and  approved  the  proposed  local  energy  standards;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  29,  2008,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  finally  passed  a  Green 
Building  Ordinance  (Chapter  13C  of  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code),  which  was  approved

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Build  It  Green,  or  an  equivalent  rating  system,  (3)  providing  space  for  on-site  compostable 
waste,  (4)  having  water  efficient  landscaping,  reducing  water  use,  and  managing  stormwater, 
(5)  managing  construction  waste,  (6)  providing  renewable  energy  on-site,  (7)  using  low- 
emitting  materials,  and  (8)  achieving  enhanced  commissioning;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  its  legislative  findings,  this  Board  expressly  determined  that  the 
standards  imposed  by  the  Green  Building  Ordinance  were  cost  effective  and  would  save  more 
energy  than  the  2005  California  Building  Energy  Efficiency  Standards  then  in  effect;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board's  cost  effectiveness  and  energy  saving  determination  was 
based  upon  a  study  performed  by  Gabel  Associates.  LLC;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Energy  Commission  approved  the  Green  Building 
Ordinance  and  it  went  into  effect  on  November  3,  2008;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  23,  2008,  the  California  Energy  Commission  adopted  the  2008

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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  resented  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (the  "City  Law"),  constituting  Article  I  of  Chapter  43 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a  procedure  for  the 
authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mercy  Housing  XL,  a  California  limited  partnership  (the  "Developer"), 
desires  to  rehabilitate  a  153-unit  residential  rental  housing  development  for  very  low  income 
households  at  472-480  Ellis  Street  to  be  known  as  the  Arlington  Residence  (the  "Project"); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  on  and  after  the  date  hereof  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$12,000,000  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the 
Developer  (the  "Loan");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be'  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  all  such  expenditures  made  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof  with  respect  to  the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  requires  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  for  the 
Project  with  proceeds  of  a  borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  23,  2009,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  on 
May  7,  2009,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  has  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  May  7,  2009  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue 
bonds  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the 
legislature  of  such  state  to  provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  qualified 
mortgage  revenue  bonds  within  such  state;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85  of  the  Government  Code  requires  a  local  agency  to  file 
an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California  Debt 
Allocation  Committee  ("CDLAC")  prior  to  the  issuance  of  qualified  mortgage  revenue  bonds; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .1 50-2  of  the  Treasury 
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Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  approve  the  Loan  or 
to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  Treasury 
Regulations  Section  1 .150-2  and  declares  its  intent  to  use  proceeds  of  indebtedness  to 
reimburse  all  future  expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  propedy  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $12,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the

bonds. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $60,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (the  "Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if 
required. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and  employees 
with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the  application  to 
CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved.

WHEREAS,  The  Healthy  Purchase  Pilot  Program  is  a  groundbreaking  effort  to  provide 
healthy  food  choices  for  families  by  making  it  easier  and  more  affordable  for  low-income 
households  to  purchase  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Healthy  Purchase  Pilot  Program  provides  an  immediate  rebate  for 
food  stamp  recipients  purchasing  fruits  and  vegetables;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  a  strong  history  of  successfully  piloting  innovations 
in  the  food  stamp  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  developed  a  program  to  work  with  corner  and  small 
store  owners  to  increase  access  to  fresh  produce  and  healthy  foods  in  their  stores  in 
exchange  for  incentives  such  as  refrigeration  units  and  promotional  activities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Healthy  Purchase  Pilot  Program  would  also  be  beneficial  to  food 
retailers  because  it  would  help  small  grocery  stores  carry  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  and 
sell  more  produce;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  hard  work,  many  low-income  households  struggle  to  afford 
healthy  foods  since  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  cost  more  calorie-for-calorie  than

WHEREAS,  Research  suggests  that  adults,  particularly  women,  living  in 
households  unable  to  afford  healthy  foods  carry  twice  the  risk  of  obesity  and  diabetes 
and  almost  40  percent  higher  risk  of  high  blood  pressure  than  adults  who  are  able  to 
afford  healthy  foods;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Food  Bank  estimates  that  over  18  percent 
of  San  Franciscans  or  over  150,000  residents  struggle  to  feed  their  families;  and,

and  heart  disease.  In  2005  43%  of  San  Franciscans  reported  problems  with  being 
overweight  or  obese.

WHEREAS,  Over  the  past  decade  there  have  been  hundreds  of  Drug  Enforcement 
Administration  (DEA)  raids  on  California  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  (MCDs)  resulting  in 
the  seizure  of  property  never  to  be  returned  despite  arrests  rarely  being  made  and  criminal 
charges  rarely  brought;  and

Resolution  recognizing  the  Grand  Re-Opening  of  tlie  Riclimond/Senator  Milton  Marks 
Branch  Library  and  commending  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  and  its  team  for 
their  hard  work  and  commitment  to  San  Francisco  and  its  residents. 

WHEREAS,  The  Branch  Library  Improvement  Program  (BLIP),  funded  by  the  bond 
measure  passed  in  November  2000  by  the  voters  of  San  Francisco,  calls  for  sixteen  branches 
to  be  renovated,  four  leased  facilities  to  be  replaced  with  City-owned  buildings,  three 
branches  to  be  replaced  with  new  buildings,  and  one  brand-new  branch  to  be  constructed  in 
Mission  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Richmond/Senator  Milton  Marks  Branch  Library  has  been  fully 
renovated  and  will  celebrate  its  grand  re-opening  on  Saturday,  May  16,  2009  at  1:00  pm;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  historic  landmark  Carnegie  library  is  now  seismically  safe  and  fully 
accessible  and  has  been  transformed  into  a  state  of  the  art  library  designed  to  serve  the 
neighborhood  for  many  more  decades  to  come;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  renovation  project  includes  nearly  50  percent  more  space  and 
provides  for  a  complete  renovation  and  restoration,  including  seismic  upgrade,  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  access  improvements,  energy-efficient  building  systems  and 
technology  upgrades,  while  retaining  the  historical  integrity  of  this  1914  Carnegie  landmark 
building;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Highlights  of  the  renovation  include  an  addition  of  4,000  square  feet,  a 
new  elevator,  designated  teen  room,  improved  main  reading  and  children's  rooms,  a 
significantly  expanded  collection  of  materials  including  more  audiovisual  and  Chinese  and 
Russian-language  items,  a  large  new  program  room,  two  study  rooms,  new  additional

relation  to  the  landmark  status  of  the  branch  and  followed  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior's 
Guidelines  for  historic  preservation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  library  continued  to  serve  the  community  during  the  branch 
renovation  with  the  help  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  Richmond  Station,  which 
hosted  weekly  children's  lapsits  and  storytimes  in  their  community  room,  by  providing 
Bookmobile  service,  and  by  creating  the  temporary  International  Languages  Collection  at  a 
nearby  branch;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Richmond/Senator  Milton  Marks  Branch  Library  v^as  awarded  $5.9 
million  from  the  California  Reading  &  Literacy  Improvement  &  Public  Library  Construction  & 
Renovation  Bond  Act  of  2000  (Proposition  14),  one  of  two  San  Francisco  branch  libraries  to 
receive  state  funding  and  the  only  Carnegie  library  funded  statewide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  renovation  has  been  a  team  effort  between  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  staff  and  administrators.  Department  of  Public  Works  Bureau  of  Architecture,  Division 
of  Project  Management,  and  Bureau  of  Construction  Management,  ISEC,  Inc.,  Library
